While the merchants of Atianta will, of course, derive immediate and 
especial advantages from this plan, the roads will also derive a profit from 
the increased freight handled. 

To the roads the change will make no appreciable difference. They 
already grant stop-overs for a week or ten days on al] summer or winter 
tourist tickets and to bodies of visitors who come to inspect our section. 
There will be no machinery required to put the plan in operation. All 
that will be necessary is to add a printed line on the back of a ticket and 
extend the time limit punched in the margin.

Tn eee you workingmen had become 
disgusted with the insincerity and in- 
difference of the republican party, and 
vou turned your votes to the demo- 
cratic party, and by so doing you, 
more than any other force in the 
United States, placed that party in 
power.

the escape from arrest of A. P. Mitchell, 
a railway mail clerk, under which he 
had been placed on the charge of rob- 
bing the mails, by leaping into the 
water from the door of the postal car 
on the Lauisville and Nashville train 
No. 5, just after the train had gone 
through the drawbridge in the long 
trestle between. Ocean Springs and Bi- 
loxi last night. 

Mitchell, whose home is in New Or- 
leans, has been running in the mail 
service between that city and Mont- 
gomery for five or six years. For some 
time the mails on this run have 
been tampered with, and United 
States inspectors have been working on 
the case. Postoffice Inspector Roege, 
of, Atlanta, who had been working in 
conjunction with Inspector Ashton, of 
Montgomery, ang Inspector Anderson, 
of Texas, boarded the train and arrest- 
ed Mitchell. It was intended to take 
the man to Biloxi, where the United 


States court is now sitting, and another 
mail clerk, who was waiting at Scran- 
ton, took his place on the train. 

After leaving Ocean Springs and 
when the mail car was about thirty 
feet from the drawbridge, Mitchell 
suddenly jumped through the open 
door and piunged into the water be- 
low. The inspectors left the train as 
soon as the shore was reached, and a 
search was begun. The authorities in 
Ocean Springs were notified as quickly 
as possible and a lookout was main- 
tained on both sides, but nothing has 
been seen of him,
